It has hei^u alleiced liy 
many that Th>'ei-lit-'ii iiir nio\ I 'nent was 
Hiuiiily for ei'n - t and tliat ; in- workmen 
did not really tavor it. After tlie dem- 
oTiHtration it wan to be hojit'd tliat thi re 
Would be no uinriie ehar.^ies fif the kind. 

"llie movement lo sec'ure au eiglit- 
honr law in an universal ojie." >-aid Mr. 
Powderly, "and we are all working 
steadily for it. Within the last few 
years about thirty industries ewiplojing 
labor have adopted it, and still others 
have adopted the nine-hour system, lu 
some instances workmen receiv'ed but 
eight hours" comiK'Hsation, and in oth- 
ers they got ten hours' pay fcir eight 
bourn' work. Other industries pay their 
workmen ton hours' compemuition for 
nine hours" work. 

"The plan whieh 1 recommend to the 
genera 1 assfuiblv, was to reduce the 
iiourt. of labor oiie-half hour each year 
till an ei^ht-hottr system eould be ob- 
tained with ten hotirs pay. This has 
l>een adopted by the Union Pacific Rail- 
way company and in three years their 
nil n will l.e working eight hoHi-s daily. 
1 bflieviMhat the American Federation 
of Liilior ib concentrating its efforts in 
favor of the carjienters just now and if 
they succeed it will Ije a great gain to 
labor geueiiiUy. The carpenters are the 
largest idass of mechanics which have 
a meiuljership in the Fe<lerarion. The 
cigarmakers are already working on the 
eight-hour system, at least all wiiu were 
members of the Knights uf Labor. 

"You will bee" concluded Mr. Powder- 
ly, "That this eight-hour law is a most 
ri^rhteoiis one. when yon rememljer that 
a iiitiii can iierform between the hours 
of eight and twelve in the morning 
more lalior with the implements of the 
present than two men could perform in 
two Uays of ten hours each with the im- 
plements used forty-eight years ago. 
The genius of the me<'hanic provided 
thi« labor-saving machinery, and it is 
but right that he shoulll share its 
benefits. However, the bolution of tlie 
whoh' iiroiiKiii will come when tiie 
latioi-.tr shari> the profits of his toil. A:> 
he will be then workuig for himself, he 
can labor then eight or ten hoorg, as he 
may desire."

WA'^iiixciioN. .\ruii, • s —The [Republi- 
can policy uf the next campaign was out- 
lineil at an informal conference held to> 
day. The programme is to secure Repob* 
lion Hsceti lency in the next House by 
increasing the IJepnbliran representation 
from the Southern States. The frame- 
work of the plan was dev«>ioped by Speak- 
er Heed in hir? rernurUaiile l^itlwhurK 
speech. It lias been followed up to-day 
in a more or less secret conference of the 
extreme Republicans in the House 'of 
Repre^gptativee. 

The point suggested was that the Re- 
publican party was surely hooked for a 
loss of three Repul)lican members in 
MaNHachuHftts, and pos^ihly more, in the 
next election, principally because of the 
disaffection there felt in regard to the 
McKinley tariff tinkering. Speaker Bar- 
rett of the Maaeachoaetta Legislature gave 
emphatic indorsement to theee doleful 
predictions. The plan of Citptnring a suffi- 
cient number of districts in theSontbern 
Statee to ofTset the inevitable loseee in the 
Easlern and Middle Stat s was discusped 
in sober earneatness, and tbe conclusions 
reached favored tbe adoption of tbe fed- 
eral election plan introduced into the 
Senate tlie other day l)y Mr. Hoar. This 
bill is to be poshed through as tbe next 
urgency measure. 

The delays and backing an<i tilling on 
the silver question are all intended to 
make that bill, upon which Western mem- 
bers are bent, sutMervient to the election 
law. Speaker Reed's rules will come into 
effect in their full force, so bis best-in- 
formed friends say, within a very few 
days on thi.s ijiie.slion. The programme 
is, if possible, to have the election bill 
rushed through the Senate, and taken np 
(rorn the Speaker's tnhle in the Hou-'e 
.tnd passed by an "ocular" count of the 
Oemocrata who refuse to vote. It was to | 
f cilitate thin pn.jei t that Senator \V il- I 
liani i;. Clian Her introduced a resolution 
to si^iinilate the Senate methods of con* 
(iiictiiii; business to those of thf> House. 
Sliould the courtesy rules of llie ^Senate 
prevent tbe prompt passage of tbe Hoar 
bill, Grosvenor of Ohio or some other 
pronounced radical leader on the Repul)- 
lican side will he put forwaid to int o- 
duce a similar bill to tbe Hoar measure 
in tbe House, and to push it througli. 
It is confidently stated that tliret l assur- 
ances of full sympathy and accord in the 
movement have been received from tbe 
White House. 

There will be a general advance all 
along the line within the next few days. 
It is tlie purpope of the Republican ma* 
jority, now that they have control of tbe 
House and Senate, and have a monle on 
the veto, to put through some measure at 
the earliest possible day which will give 
them, as they expect, twelve or fifteen 
additional districts in the South. It was 
for this purpoee the Prweident'e Florida 
letter was sent out by Attorney-General 
Miller. There is one district to be cap- 
tured there ; there are two in Looieiana 

at the least, three in Mississippi, two in 
Alabama, three in South Carolina, and 
great possibllitlee in North Oarellna and 

elsewhere. Mr. Harrison liimself is ac- 
credited with the authorship of tliis plan 
of controlling the next Congress. It is 
stated that in making his appointmants 
in the Southern Siates lie has sougtit to 
build up a white man's Republican party 
to the exclusion of the leading colored 
Repuhlicans, ho as to secure tlie desired 
predominance with the least possible race 
friction. There is a posibiiity that the 
colored politicians, who are almost as 
shrewd as their white associates, may 
meet him on his own ground and defeat 
bim with bis own weapons. Several of 

the prominent leaderri of the Afro-Amer- 
ican League have already started a move- 
ment in tbts direction.
